IS LAID BEFORE 
WORLD 


WASHINGTON—(By Associated Press)—The draft of the 


proposed treaty between the United States, Great Britain, Prance 
and Japan, which is to supplant the Anglo-Japanese alliance and 
pave the way for the acceptance of -the American proposals for 
naval reduction, was formally laid before the arms conference 
today by Senator Lodge. 


It is a ten year agreement in which the four nations bind 


themselves to respect their existing rights in insular possessions 
und dominions in the Pacific and iu 
tho cabc ot disputes which cannot b 
settled by diplomacy agiee to a join 
confcicnco among themselves. 


Any one of the parties may with 


draw on twelve months' notice aftei 
the uxpiiatlon of the ten years.
